fire of mysterious origin destroy- 
ed the Alberta rooms, just north 
of the Alberta hotel, corner of 98 
street and Jasper avenue, shortly 
after midnight Saterday.

The four @scaped in- 
jury, their falls being cushioned by 
firemen and bystanders who caught 
them as they dropped to the street. 

Fire Chief Albert Dutton esti- 
mated the damage at around $10,000 
while fire insurance adjusters 
doubled that figure.

NORTH SYDNEY, N:S., Jan, 29.— 
Pushing her way through treacher- 
ous heavy floes, the Canadian gov- 
ernment icebreaker Montcalm 
steamed near Ingonish Harbor yes- 
terday carrying supplies and pro- 
visions to some 3,000 persons suf- 
fering from shortage of goods in 
scattered fishing communities in 
North Victoria county.

ENCOURAGING 
SUGAR BEETS 
EXPERIMENTS 


Conducted by U. of A. Ex- 
perimental Farm Over 
Last Three Years 


Encouraging experiments in the 
growth and development of sugar 
beets have been carried out at the 
University of Alberta, and samples 
of each variety of beets grown 
have been sent to Ottawa for tests 
as to sugar content. 

These experiments have been 
conducted at the U, of A. farm over 
the last three years, with particular 


attention pald to several strains of 

| the beet. 
Results in 1931 showed an aver- 
| age yield per acre of 166 tons. The 
average in 1932 was seven tons to 
the acre and in 1933 it was 12.8 tons 
to the acre. 

The low production in 1932 was 
mainly due to dry weather during 
| the summer and a bad infestation 
of beet web worm, which is of rare 
occurrence here. 

The experiments at the Univer- 
sity are being watched with the 
greatest of interest by the Edmon- 
ton Chamber of Commerce and 
other organizations as following the 

| success of the sugar beet industry 

in the southern part of the prov- 
| ince, there is every reason to be- 
| Heve that the industry will flourish 
{in the central and northern sec- 
tions.

DEADLOCKED 


When parliament opened, three new mem- 
bers of the House of Commons were introduced 
~—all Liberals. Seven new Senators were in- 
troduced—all Conservatives. 

That illustrates about as well as anything 
could how far the policies of the present Gov- 
ernment of Canada represent public opinion, 
The Government is headed in one direction; 
the voters in the other. It is time for a general 
election, 


INFLATION HAS NO TERRORS 


Another $1,000,000,000 bond issue at Wash- 
ington has been over-subscribed five times. 

If people in the United States who have 
money to invest are afraid of inflation, they are 
taking a strange way of showing it. They are 
in this instance handing over 1,000,000,000 dol- 
lars at the present gold rating, knowing that 
the rating is to be lowered, and not knowing 
how far it will be lowered. They know the 
kind of dollars they are handing over to their 
Government, but they do know what kind of 
dollars they will get back as interest and prin- 
cipal payments. 

It would be interesting to hear an explana- 
tion of this curious phenomenon from our 
Canadian experts on “sound” money. They 
have told us for three years that if Canada in- 
flated its currency public and private credit 
would go smash. Those who had money would 
refuse to lend it on time contracts, because they 
would be afraid of getting back fewer grains 
of gold than they lent; probably they would 
ship their money off te France or Holland, etc., 
etc. 

The ideas that capital is “timid,” and that 
credit is a terribly ‘“fragille’ thing, have been 
over-worked. People with money to invest are 
less concerned about the grains of gold their 
dollars represent or may represent some time 
in the future than they are about the business 
conditions of the present and the years to come. 
The gold superstition has faded out faster than 
the witch-doctors imagined. People know now 
that they cannot eat money, “sound” or un- 
sound, They also know that they may not be 
able to eft at all in future unless they use their 
money to help build conditions of general pros- 
perity. 


THE “CRISIS” 


Hon. H. H. Stevens has been telling Cana- 
dian shoe manufacturers, at their convention 


in Toronto, that there are “sweat shops” in 
Canada, Whether they were surprised is not 
reported. 


There is in this an echo of the recent speech 
delivered by Mr. Stevens in Edmonton; when 
he told his hearers industry in Canada has been 
brought to a “crisis” by the conscienceless 
manipulation of loot - hunting promoters. 
“Business,” he said, “has been made the servant 
of finance, instead of finance being the servant 
of business.” 

No branch of Canadian business has been 
exploited more systematically, scientifically, 
successfully or completely than that of indus- 
trial enterprise. The “sweat shop,” where men 
and women work at starvation pay, is one re- 
sult of the plundering to which Canadian in- 
dustry has been subjected. 

The “companion picture” is that of hundreds 
of thousands of broken investors who were 
gulled into putting their money into watered 
stocks and inflated bond issues from which there 
never was a shadow of a shade of a chance 
that they could get a decent return—and 
which securities are now valueless. 

Canadian industrial concerns have been com- 
bined, “re-financed,” recapitalized, loaded up 
with stock that does not represent one dollar 
actually put into them, and with bonds which 
were only issued in order to be sold for the 
enrichment of the promoters who peddled the 
worthless stock to the public. 

The exploiter stepped off the stage when he 
had made his “clean-up,” and put his ill- 
gotten millions into Dominion bonds, on which 
Premier Bennett says it is the sacred duty of 
the Canadian taxpayer to pay interest—at rates 
set by the exploiters themselves through their 
monopolistic control of money and credit. The 
dupes from whom the millions were taken are 
left “holding the bag’—containing sheaves of 
gilt-edged stock and bonds on which to try to 
collect dividends and interest from the earnings 
of the water-logged concerns. 

That in brief is the story of Canadian indus- 
trial “expansion” in the post-war years, If there 
is a single important industry that has not 
been put through the press and reduced to the 
status of a squeezed lemon, the minister of 
trade and commerce should give it the benefit 
of honorable mention. 

The up-shot is that the holders of these in- 


flated security issues are faced with the prob- 
lem of getting some return of their money. 
Business being at a low ebb, “economy” offers 
them their one and only chance. And “economy” 
in such circumstances means cutting wages. 

Hence the “sweat-shop,” where underpaid 
employees toil to pay dividends and interest on 
“oceans” of watered securities held by investors 
who-—like themselves—are victims of exploita- 
tion in which they had no hand. 

Undoubtedly, as Mr. Stevens says, Canadian 
industry is at a “crisis.” In the office of the 


exploited factory is the stock or bond holder | 


who has been robbed, and in the workroom 
the employee who has to “sweat” because the 
over-loaded concern cannot pay him decent 
wages. And both of them are told that they 
must go on paying interest on the money which 
the exploiters took from the buyers of the 
stocks and bonds and have put safely away in 
bonds of the Dominion Government. 

Mr. Stevens apparently appreciates the situ- 
ation, as he has repeatedly called attention to it. 
The public will await with interest to see what 
proposal the Government has to make to par- 
liament for dealing with tlie “crisis.” 

A good place to start the discussion is at 
the question: Why is it that the most highly 
protected industries in Canada are the ones 
which pay “sweat shop” wages?

PRAIRIE BUSINESS

The Passing Show

Mr. R. J. Cromie, publisher of the Vancouver 
Sun—whom I recommended for a knighthood 
a couple of weeks ago-—is making a trip across 
Canada at his own expense to tell Canadian 
people of what he saw during a ten-day trip 
in Russia, I mention the “ten-day” aspect as 
he does, though with the 
opinion that Mr, Cromie 
with his hungry mind, his 
audacity, a Lincoln car and 
an airplane, would probably 
see more and find out more 
in ten days than most people 
in ten times ten. 

I heard Mr. Cromie when 
he addressed the Edmonton 
Chamber of Commerce a few 
days ago. Like everybody else 
who was present I was im-

pressed with some of the aspects of life in Mos- 
cow and Leningrad he told of—the work habit 
of everyone, the play habit that found expres- 
sion in huge crowds at the Russian Derby and 


the international soccer games. He made no 
pretension of depicting life outside of the two 
principal Soviet cities. 

Whether Mr. Cromie’s lecture tour across the 
Dominion and back through United States has 
been inspired by the attempts of the National 
Council of Education to muzzle Car] Ketchum— 
and which led to Mr. Ketchum cancelling his 
tour rather than submit to the limitations and 
censorships imposed by the Council officials— 
is not known. Without the lengthy stay and re- 
peated visits which Mr. Ketchum paid the 
Soviet country, Mr. Cromie succeeded in giving 
an interesting, and what seemed like an authen- 
tic, picture of life in the Russian cities, 


Russia in common with other countries, 
said the lecturer, suffers from the journalistic 
passion to seek out the romantic and the dra- 
matic. He illustrated this by saying that on a 
day he was in Shanghai, the papers there were 
headlining Communist riots and deportations in 
Vancouver, while the Vancouver papers were 
headlining the seizure of some Europeans in 
China.

Even we oldsters seeking relaxation at the 
movies and saved the pain of thinking by the 
incessant clangour of the radio, are like the 
man who couldn't see wood for trees. Life isn’t 
99 per cent sin sisters, racketeers, gangsters, 
bootleggers, speed fiends and 1 per cent aimless 
and affluent seekers after luxury—not even 
American life. 

Most pathetic and youngest of the bored ones 
who come with sated appetites to the feast of 
life is the 14-year-old son of a wealthy To- 
ronto stockbroker, now in the hands of the 
police. 

The youngster was picked up by the police 
after a chase on the highway near Brantford. 
He was driving a big stolen car. It was when 
he got his tank filled at a wayside gas station 
and drove off without paying that the police 
were informed. 

As the officers came, the youngster made a 


ove for a loaded revolver on his hip, but the 


police grabbed him and handcuffed him, They 
found on him a four page letter, intended to be 
read after his death, in which' he found life 
tiresome, adjudged himself a failure, and acting 
on a suggestion in a movie, decided to end his 
life. Not even the spectacle of a horde of 
transients in the cells who wanted only a meal 
and a bed and a chance for a job, could change 
the youth's sad dirge that he was “tired of this 
life.” 

Life’s slings and arrows were too much for 
the poor little rich boy who knew too much 
about it,

The relief camp system, obnoxious though 
it is to most people, has proved the Techno- 
cratic argument that machine production can 
afford to pension off large numbers of surplus 
workers. At its highest, the relief expenditures 
are only a fraction of the C.N.R. deficit. If the 
railroad was paying its way, the state could 
afford to pension most of us off, and still pro- 
duce sufficient for general standards of com- 
fort, 

Men who have been in relief camps tell me 
that while they object to the twenty cents a 
day idleness plan, the food and clothing and 
comforts they get are far better than most of 
the settlers in the district can obtain. If only 
they could work for fair wages, they'd be in 
clover with good grub, good clothing, and 
watchman to go the rounds at night and stoke 
up the stoves in the cottages where they sleep.

The lot of the poor settler struggling to keep 
a family and preserve independence, has been 
rather overlooked in the concern that men on 
relief should be well cared for. 


The outbreak of moonshining throughout 
western Canada, which is occupying the atten- 
tion of the Mounted Police, is one of the out- 
comes of the desperate plight of the settler and 
the high federal tax on liquor. Without relief, 
without fair prices for his grain, it is a tempta- 
tion for the settler to rig up a still on his place 
and go into the moonshine business. 

In some of the smaller towns, I’m told, the 
moonshiner goes from door to door soliciting 
orders, with a sample on his hip. Some buy. 
Those who don’t won't give the moonshiner 
away. With $10 a gallon tax placed by Ottawa 
on all imported liquors, it’s a temptation to 
many a man to buy a gallon of “moon” instead 
of a smal! quart of government liquor, It was 
the cheap raw moonshine with the fusel oil 
unextracted, that made the recent New Year 
the most drunken and violent in the history of 
many small towns and villages in western Can- 
ada. Men bought it because it was cheap and 
drank it because they were hard up. 

It's very interesting to see how economics 
create or affect morals. The wise economic age 
ought to be a truly moral age.

Gradually they discover 
that the elimination of poisons which should 
occur naturally and without any conscious 
thought, is slowed down and they then look 
around to some artificial preparation which 
will cleanse the intestines. 

Very often they learn to depend upon lax- 
atives which are so irritating that the intestines 
make an heroic effort to cleanse themselves by 
several watery evacuations.

Therefore, 
when you are re-training your intestines to 
take care of elimination, remember vitamin 
B1 and whole cereals. 

The second thing which adds to the laxative 
value of food is bulk or roughage. This bulk 
is in the form of cellulose which is not digested 
by the human body and remains in the intes- 
tine, giving it enough material to work upon. 
Foods best for providing bulk and which might 
be classed as laxative foods are: Vegetables, 
fruits and the bran found in whole wheat. This 
type of bulk, however, is the kind nature in- 
tended you to use and gently sweeps or scours 
the intestines, stimulating them in a natural 
way. In the healthy intestine, the bulk present 
in vegetables, fruits and whole wheat will be 
sufficient in amount to do good. It is non- 
irritating and has a perfectly natural laxative 
effect. 

The small amount of bran in whole wheat 
flour is helpful as a food laxative, but, if this 
bran is removed as it has been in the white 
flour, the laxative power is gone and the bread 
may then prove constipating. 

Because of its vitamin B1 and its bran I find 
that the whole wheat cereal constitutes a useful 
addition to the diet. Many ef you who are now 
bothered with constipation will find that prob- 
ably all you need to overcome this condition 
is to change your diet to the right foods. Use 
more fruits, more vegetables and more whole 
wheat products. Very often these small changes 
will make just enough difference to prevent 
constipation. Such foods are a great help to 
you in producing natural but not excessive in- 
testinal movements. 

I want you to try simple, common-sense 
directions. I am sure that, if you will eat the 
right foods, this will be all the laxative you 
need. Remember, the stimulation of the right 
kind of food in the healthy colon is nature's 
laxative.

— A Day in Canadian History —

On this date, in 1830, an effigy 
of Sir John Colborne was burned 
in the market place at Hamilton, 
The ultra-loyal section of the 
province, shamed of this affront 
to the lieutenant governor, 
cided that there must be a parlia- 
mentary investigation into the 
“outrage.” Accordingly it was 
duly proposed, seconded and re- 
solved that. 

“The house, having learned 
with astonishment and _ indigna- 
tion that some evil-disposed per- 
sons did on the 29th of last 
month, at the town of Hamilton, 
in the Gore district, unwarrantly 
and maliciously exhibit libellous 
representations of our present 
lieutenant governor,” ordered the 
appearance at the bar of the 
House of Allen N. MacNab. 

The young man duly appeared 
and, after examination, was, on 
motion of William Lyon Mac- 
kenzie and Jesse Ketchum, “com- 
mitted to the goal of York during 
the pleasure of the House.” Sub- 
sequently two motions were pre- 
sented for his release, but both 
were negatived. MacNab was 
finally given his liberty after 
having been imprisoned for 14 
days. 

The incident gave young Mac- 
Nab so much renown that the

assembly for Wentworth and ad- 
vanced step by step to the speak- 
er's chair, to the head of the gov- 
ernment of the province of Can- 
ada and to a baronetcy, Long be- 
fore this, however, MacNab had 
had his revenge upon Mackenzie, 
first by his share in the suppres- 
sion of the revolt around Toronto, 
and, secondly when he ordered 
Colonel Drew to drive Mackenzie 
out of his “republic” on Navy 
Island in the Niagara river. Such 
are the revenges of time, in this 
case in only seven years! 

It was a strange thing to see 
William Lyon Mackenzie defend- 
ing the honor of the lieutenant 
governor; but it was not strange 
that when an effigy of Mackenzie 
was burned at Galt the Tories 
took no action, although Mae- 
kenzie was then a member of the 
assembly. It must have been an 
musing sight when William Jarvis 
sheriff of the Gore district, pro- 
duced the remains of the Ham- 
ilton effigy for the inspection of 
the assembly, which finally de- 
cided that the “Hamilton outrage” 
was “unworthy of the public 
notice.” But the seed had been 
sown which made MacNab the 
life-long enemy of Mackenzie, an 
enmity which lasted to their 
deaths.

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A Five Year Plan 
Applied To Wheat 


By R. T. ELLIOT, K.C. 


No more constructive public work could be undertaken than 
the work of putting the wheat-growers back into business on a 
basis which would restore their buying power and enable them 
to improve their farms and buildings on a basis of absolute 
security as to earning power. 


’ 


This was done for the Australian wool-growers after the 
Armistice; and the results were completely successful. On a ques- 
tion about income tax which came before the judicial committee 
in 1931 Appeal Cases 224, Lord Blaneaburgh deals in great detail 
vith the Australian transaction and its financial results. The 
situation out of which necessity arose for the Australian plan was 
described to be: 


“For some time after November, 1918, no difficulty was 
experienced in finding a good market for wool, but by the 
year 1920 woollen manufacturers had replenished their stocks 
of raw material, and because of the tendency of the market 
to drop and the uncertainty about future prices were not buy- 
ing wool freely. Moreover, after June 30, 1920, the current 
clip of Australian wool which had not been acquired by the 
Imperial government (under the requisition by which all 
Empire wool was taken by the British government for dura- 
tion of the World War)—was outside government control and 
became available for sale in competition with the surplus 
(government held) wool. Prices for wool began to drop and 
a danger arose that if both the current clip wool and large 
quantities of the government held wool were put on the mar- 

‘ ket at the same time, the market would collapse and the wool 
industry in Australia receive a grave set back.” 


The result of a plan to put the wool-growers back in to busi- 
ness was the formation of the British Australian Wool Realization 
Limited; a company to which the sale of all government held 
wool was entrusted under two agreements made between the 
Imperial government and the Australian government, 


This company was given a board of directors with technical 
knowledge; five British-selected and six Australian-selected; and 
handled its operations so carefully that large profits were earned 
—and to a very substantial extent—finally divided among the 
wool growers. 


While this Australian action was taken as a consequence of a 
World War, surely Canada and the wheat-growing provinces 
would be justified in taking action of a similar kind as a result of 
a world crisis. 

A Canadian corporation on this plan would be owned as to 
one-half by the government Commission—and as the other half 
by the wheat-growing provinces in proportion to their acreage. 


+ The money issued to finance the corporation could be based on 
the wheat acquired. The growers would be paid in cash at an 
agreed figure us wheat is turned over to the corporation; and in the 
event of profits being earned, the governments could if so minded, 
divide profits among growers in proportion to amounts produced 
with some agreed allowance for land seeded but crop destroyed, 


A plan of this kind would put the western provinces back as 
cash customers from the eastern manufacturing districts; and 
spread over five years would give the growers time to study 
methods of manufecture with a view of being out of the raw 
wheat business by the end of the five year term. 


In the light of Australian experience there is nothing difficult 
or impossible about such a plan and it would take the place of 
all western relief work after the first year. 


In Australia all through the war requisitions the growers were 
paid cash for their wool and it seems that in operating any similar 
plan the basic condition for success is that the entire carry-over 
and each of the succeeding five years of crops be paid for in cash 
at time of delivery; as this possession ef cash by the growers is 
what stabilizes the home market, restoring employment and 
normal commerce. 


The amount of money necessary would be much less in propor- 
tion than the billions of dollars which are being spent in the 
United States with the now avowed intention of ending the depres- 
by June 30, 1935. Canada can do it now by a five-year-plan for 
wheat and by expending ten million dollars to complete railway 
construction through the Peace River area to Finlay Forks, This 
railway completion will bring new and non-competitive national 
assets into active account up to an amount exceeding the entire 
public debt of Canada.

The underlying cause of business 
cycles is the maladjustments to be 
found in the distribution of wealth, 
declared Emrys M. Jones in an ad- 
dress before the meeting of the 
Credit Men's Institute, 

“With the present unequal dis- 
tribution of wealth, there is an 
over-accumulation of savings as 
related to the volume of consump- 
tion, No matter how much pro- 
duction is directed toward com- 
moditics and services that will 
appeal to the wealthy, these people 
will inevitably invest too large a 
proportion of their incomes in cap- 
ital equipment intended to further 
production, But the great bulk of 
the population with limited in- 
comes, cannot purchase all this 
added production, Thus, production 
outruns consumption and the result 
is a congested market which leads 
to lower prices and lower profits 
with the recultant retrenchments 
of all employers of Jabor.” 

He thought that in an almost 
ideal state, such savings would by 
no means be discouraged or abol- 
ished, but would be so adjusted to 
the total national income that the 
consuming power would always be 
able to take off all the goods pro- 
duced.

the women, the children, to get out 
of Asia and to stay out. 

That command was obeyed to 
the letter, More than two million 
people were uprooted, put on boats 
and dumped into the Greek ports 
on the European side of the 
Aegean, 

Their arrival on the other side 
created a staggering problem which 
the League of Nations is only now 
succeeding in settling finally. 
Smyrna, for instance, which was a 
Greek city back in the days of St. 
Paul and a thousand years before 
him, hasn't a single Greek inhabi- 
tant today. 


Such Is Life—By Walt Munson 


Whole districts in’ this ancient 
town are blackened ruins. It was 
ret on fire in 1923 while tens of 
thousands of panic-stricken inhab- 
itants crowded the steamship 
wharves in the hope of getting out 
and dreading to be massacred. 

The old’ Smyrna was never re- 
built, It is a dead, gloomy place. 
The Turks haven't got the popu- 
lation to settle the deserted cities 
and farm districts of their own 
country. 


DESERTED PARADISE 
This, in fact, is the great tragedy 
of modern Turkey. Anatolia is a 
marvellously fertile country. 
There is room for sixty millions 
There are scarcely seven- 


at least. 
teen million inhabitants. The region 
around Smyrna is nothing less 
than a Garden of Eden with lux- 
urious gardens and olive groves. 
But you can wander about for 
hours in a fast motor car and never 
meet a human being. 

Gone are the Greek cultivators 
and farmers, gone the peasants who 
tended those vine terraces which 
were laid out when the world was 
young, long before the birth of 
Christ, twenty centuries before 
Homer sang the capture of Troy,

Fifty thousand houses were burnt 
in Smyrna’ The ruins occupy five 
solid square miles of black desola- 
tion. Most of the facades are still 
standing, but through the gaping 
holes that were once windows and 
doors you see nothing but piles of 
charred timbers, twisted girders, 
crazily contorted bedsteads, debris, 
offal and weeds, with a géat here 
and there browsing on the herbs 
and looking in these ghoulish still-' 
nerses. There is what war does to 
a prosperous city! 

WHO FIRED SMYRNA? 

How was Smyrna burned? Who 
gave the order? It is almost in- 
conceivable that Kemal Pasha, a 
man with so much practical vision, 
should have given the order to 
wipe out one of the most important 
harbor cities on the coast of Asia 
Minor. 

Therefore I asked people: Who 
burned the city? The Armenians, 
said a Turk, and he explained that 
the Armenians fired on the Turk- 
ish troops when they entered. 
Their houses had to be taken by 
assault one by one. 

Rather than surrender they set 
their shops on fire and perished in 
the flames. It sounded plausible. 
Desperation sometimes makes 
people capable of insane actions. 

“The Greeks fired Smyrna be- 


fore leaving on the transport ships,” | ¢ 


said a lady who dished me out a 
kind of vermillion slumgullion in a 
barrack restaurant on the water- 
side. “They left charges of dyna- 
mite and ten thousand cans of gas- 
oline around where they would do 
the most good.” 

“It isn’t true,” interrupted her 
husband angrily: “The Jews did 
it!” That sure was a new one on 
me, and must be a new one to Dr. 
Goebbels too, who has gone to con- 
siderable pains to compile a list of 
Jewish crimes committed in the 
course of history. 


GREEKS RESPONSIBLE? 

The words of a Greek officer: 
“If we must give up Smyrna, we 
will give it in the form of a heap 
of ashes!” seem to explain the 
enigma. I am sure Kemal] had no 
hand in it. Still all the stories at 
the time of the conflagrations ac- 
cused the barbaric Turks and their 
ruthless commander, 

The Greeks had destroped every- 
thing on their disastrous retreat 
from the north. In Brusa they had 
planned to fire even the suenuee. 
Kemal's lightning speed prevented 
this erlme. And Smyrna? 

Smyrna is no exception. Scores 
of citles in Anatolia were burnt ten 
years ago and hundreds of villages. 
The story is monotonous with its 
horror, “Eight thousand 4 
were burned here” they tell you in 
Malissa. “Two thousand houses 
People were locked in their homes 
first. Nine thousand perished in 
the flames.”

RECEIVE GERMAN REFUGEES 

A new city is slowly arising but 
another site. Throughout western 
Anatolia, which the war of 1923 
flattened as completely as any- 
thing on the western front, recon- 
struction is in full swing. Factor- 
ies and stores are being rebuilt, 
In Smyrna alone thirty-seven Ger- 
man-Jewish refugees, prominent 
business men all of them, have ob- 
tained a concession to industrialize 
the town, 

Thanks to the efforts of Dr. Ein- 
stein, a clinic is to be built here, 
where fifteen medical professors, 
who have been deprived of their 
positions in the universities of Ger- 
many, will start a new medical 
centre for the study of Asiatic dis- 
bases. 


Meteorite Falla 


Near Brampton 
BRAMPTON, Ont. Jan. 29.—Il- 
luminating the countryside for 
miles around, a large meteorite 
dropped earthwards near here, but 
its resting place was undetermined. 
Chief of Police R. Elderfield of 
Streeisville reported he had seen 
the fiery object fall in the direc- 
tion of Brampton. “It was cer- 
tainly larger than ordinary meteor- 
ites,” he said. “It was like a sky- 
rocket with.a tail of fire, and it cut 
a vivid streak through the sky.”

Mix and sift sugar, salt and corn- 
starch. Be sure the corn starch is 
completely blended with the sugar.

Cook and stir until mixture is clear. 
Add lemon juice and yolk of egg. 
Beat well and remove from fire. 
Let cool and turn into a baked pie 
shell, Beat white of egg with 2 
teaspoons water and a few grains 
of salt until stiff but not dry. Fold 
in 3 tablespoons sifted granulated 
sugar and spread roughly over 
lemon filling. Put in a cool oven 
for fifteen minutes to puff and 
color the meringue. Serve cold. 

The meringue will not “weep” if 
the filling is cool before covering. 

Lemon sponge pie is made rich 
with eggs and provides a quite 
nourishing dessert. It is suitable to 
serve with a fish dinner or lunch- 
eon but should not follow a heavy 
meat course, 


LEMON SPONGE PIE 

One and one-fourth cups sugar, 
2 tablespoons flour, 1 tablespoon

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The Bank of Nova Scotia Has 
Faith in Tried and Tested 
Methods to Recovery 


President S. J. Moore stresses the need for inter- 
national co-operation and balanced budgets. 


General Manager J. A. McLeod sees depression passing. 
Need for economies in government 
expenditures emphasized. 


Mr, 8. J. Moore, President of ‘The 
Rank of Nova Scotia, in presenting 
the Bank's 102nd Annual Report, to the 
shareholders at. thé Annual Meeting 
at Halifax on Wednesday regarded it 
as “a very favourable one in view of 
the difficult year through which the 
country has come. To be able to 
present such a report after four years 
of an almost unprecedented depression 
is a source of satisfaction to your 
Directors,” he gaid. 


Depression Passing. 

Turning to world conditions Mr. 

Toore expressed the opinion that “we 
pluinbed the depths of the depression 
if the carly months of last. year, 
Since then, T am happy to observe 
that, a measure of improvement has 
meurred. In the world at large, there 
was a slight expansion of trade during 
the last balf of 1983. Moreover, in 
most of our own great industries, and 
in most parts of Canada, we can detect 
unmistakable evidence of increased 
activity: thongh there is still much 
lost ground to be recovered.” 

Incapacity of the nations to co- 
operate, according to Mr. Moore, 
caused the failure of the World Con- 
ference which “broke up at a moment 
when such co-operation was, perhaps, 
more urgently needed, than at any 
time within memory. 

“In respect of such international 
co-operation for the revival of the 
sorely stricken trade of the world, 
subsequent events have merely served 
to re-emphasize the failure of the 
World Conference. At the time when 
this Conference assembled last. June 
a ‘tariff truce’ was in force. Since 
then, a® number of countries have 

. resumed their freedom of action— 
freedom to narrow still further the 
trading opportunities of their neigh- 
bours. 

“In the meanwhile, such bargaining 
#8 there has been between individual 
countries, seems to have resulted in 
un even more rigid inposition of the 
quota system than before. Not by 
such means will world-wide recevery 
‘e brought about.” 


Farmers Still Bearing 
Heavy Burden. 

The strangling influences of trade 
barriers, quotas, ete., still weigh 
heavily on primary producers every- 
where “notwithstanding the fact that 
the prices of farm produce have 
adyanced somewhat during the year. 


International Situation, 

“Tn the realm of international 
affairs, there is much to be regretted. 
Conditions in the Far East and South 
America remain disturbed. The Dis- 
armament Conference is at an impasse. 
Two great countries have withdrawn 
from the League of Nations. All of 
these events are profoundly depressi 
to the lovers of peace, all over the 
world. Another unsettling factor,” 
said Mr. Moore, “was the question 
of war debts, and their adjustment 
must precede the regaining of world 
stability and international amity for 
which we so earnestly hope.” 


Recovery Programme in the 
United States. 

Deploring the failure of men to 
co-operate in the solution of inter- 
national problems Mr, Moore observed 
their greater readiness to work together 
within a narrower ficld—that of their 
own nation, or of their own industrial 
group. ‘Among thoughtful men,” he 
said, “the conviction is certainly grow- 
ing, of the need for greater co-operative 
effort; and a willingness to co-operate 
in wise plans, with limited objectives, 
but for the good of all, is being mani- 
fested. The consciousness that purely 
selfish rules of action cannot produce 
satisfactory results, either for men as 
individuals, or for industrial groups, 
is probably more in evidence to-day 
than at any time before.” 

Referring to recovery programme to 
the south of our borders, Mr. Moore 
termed their methods as “equally novel 
and vast beyond imagination, but,” 
he added, “we cannot but hope that 
they will be successful.” He called 
attention to the fact that the social 
reforms now taking place—taking 
children out of factories, and the like— 
has been going on gradually within 
the British Lmpire for generations 
past. 


Examples in Britain and the 
United States, 

Observing that there are some who 
would have us in Canada copy the 
vlans of President. Roosevelt, Mr. 
Moore pointed out that conditions 
in Canada, depending as it does on 
its external trade, are so different 
from the relatively self-contained 
character of the United State$ as to 
make unthinkeble a similar recovery 

rograinme here, “We would prefer,” 
ye continued, “the tried and proven 
methods so successfully followed by 
Great Britain during the past two 
years. Let us take note in this connec- 
tion that, whereas in our own do- 
minion and the United States signs of 
recovery have only been visible during 
the past six months. In Britain there 
has been a sustained and continuous 
recovery dating from the Fall of 1931, 
when the wise and sure plans were 
initiated, from which the Mother 
Country bas not swerved. Her indus- 
trial revival is now more than two 
years old; it has been far from spee- 
tacular, slow but steady from the first; 
and it shows no signs of flagging now.” 


Empire Trade. 

Mr. Moore attributes our sales to 
Great Britain as being largely respon- 
sible for an increase in our exports 
from %501,800,000 in 1952 to 
$537,500,000 during the past year. 


}_ “To what extent the revival of 
| Britain’s demand for Canadian e: 8 
|is attributable directly to*the busi- 
ness revival in the Mother Country, 
we do not know. Nor do we know yet 
to what extent it may have been dos 
}to the series of trade ments, 
which emerged from the Conference 
|at Ottawa two years ago. We may, 
however, Feloieg that the countries of 
the British Empire, including Canada, 
have been and are still’ participating 
with Britain in this improvement; 
and we naturally hope to participate 
even more fully from henceforth,” 


Our Debt Burden. 


Mr. Moore dealt at some length 
with Canada’s debt burden and re- 
ferred particularly to the Railroad 
situation, “Britain has insisted,” 
he said, “that the public authorities 
shall pay their way-—shall studiously 
refrain from contracting new debts. 

“In Canada, by contrast, our 
governments and municipalities pre- 
sent a spectacle of unbalanced budgets 
and over-borrowing. Moreover, we 
still carry the incubus of a national- 
ized railroad system, whose deficit is 
likely to make demands upon the 
public purse, in the current fiscal 
year, amounting to $50,000,000 or 
more. Our g' wishes go out in full 
measure to the new Directorate, and 
we sincerely hope that they may 
succeed in lightening this burden, 

“The weight of our debts has been 
one of the most depressing elements 
in the consciousness of those who must 
carry them, Not only have our 
governments and municipaliti¢és now 
been compelled to face this trouble- 
some situation; but a considerable 
proportion of our people are involved 
personally with additional private 
debts—obligations assumed at a time 
when prosperity promised them an 
easy course of payments. 


Monetary Manipulation No 
Remedy. 

“There are those among us who 
promise, by monetary manipulations, 
to bring about such a rise of prices. 
Frankly, their proposals are quite 
unconvincing; nor does the recent 
experience of the United States en- 
courage us in the belief that such a rise 
of prices can be brought. about when 
desired, It must be observed that 
since July last, despite the staunch 
efforts of the Administration, there 
has been no Mstained increase in the 
level of prices in the United States. 

“The balancing of expenditures with 
income on the part of governments, 


municipalities and individuals, is our’ 


only remedy,” said Mr. Moore, with 
some emphasis, regretting at the same 
time that as far as our governments 
and municipalities are concerned, 
many still fail to appreciate the vital 
importance of such a policy. 


Salvation is in Established 
Principles. 

“The lessons of the past four years, 
if we have learned them well and act 
upon them, will at least assist us to- 
wards stability. Yet there are some, 
unfortunately, whose disposition it is 
to smile when the virtue of a balance 
between income and expenditure is 
preached, Let me, therefore, empha- 
size the reality which underlies this 
principle; for it is with economic reali- 
ties that, we must deal, 

“In normal times, when business 
conditions are healthy, not only do 
those industries flourish which pro- 
duce food ahd clothing, fuél and 
footwear, the things that are consumed 
as fast as we purchase them. So too 
does a quite different type of industry 
flourish—that which produces goods 
of a lasting character, I have in mind 
the construction industries and the 
producers of construction materials, 
of railroad equipment, of machinery. 
It is upon these that the burden of 
the depression has fallen most heavily. 

“While the factors influencing 
changes in business conditions are 
almost innumerable, and their inter- 
action with one another is so com- 
plicated that an explanation of them 
within the limits of a single short 
speech is a virtual impossibility; 
nevertheless I should like to point out 
that sustained activity on the part of 
the producers of durable goods re- 
quires, as @ condition making it 
possible, an abundant flow of private 


"| savings looking for investment in the 


long-term money market. 

“Business conditions are only 
healthy in the true sense of the word, 
when private investment in private 
enterprise is procecding without in- 
terruption. 

“Under normal circumstances, when 
budgets are balanced and private 
enterprise bas thus full access to the 
investment markets (instead of havin 
to meet therein the competition o! 
public bodies with deficits to cover), 
the durable goods industries have little 
cause for worry. One of the main 
reasons why the burden of the depres- 
sion during recent years has fallen 
with the greatest force upon these 
indystries, is because the natural 

rocess of saving and investment has 
Foon seriously disrupted. 

“Whether it be due to lack of pros- 

tive profit or to pre-emption of 
investment funds by government 
bodies, there is at. present little private 
investment in private enterprise, any- 
where on this continent; and that is 
why so many of the producers of 
durable goods, in these great industries 
that I have mentioned, are idle at the 
present time, 

“So long as budgets are unbalanced; 
so long as money markets are pre- 
j empt b overnments for this 
reason, and deficits on current account 
| are made up by borrowing; so long 
|as the fear exists, that in the process 


of balancing budgets, high rates of 
taxation may be raised still higher; 
and so long as lack of confidence exists 
in the profitableness of investment 
in private satecpries, fet 80 long will 


rivate enterprise feel this paralyzing 
nfluence, the channels of investment 
be diverted from their true purpose, 
and these industries languish. One 
of the main objectives that, we should 
set before ourselves, is a sustained 
revival in the group of industries 
producing construction materials, 
equipment and the like. 

“Tt is, indeed, encouraging to note 
within the past few months, some signs 
of revival in many such industries, 
both her@ and to the south of the bor- 
der, But the signs of revival, as yet, 
are faint and indistinct.” 

While expressing the belief that we 
cannot safely copy the recovery pro- 
Seman of the United States, Mr. 
Moore thinks it conceivable that some 
features of it, if they prove successful, 
might be advantageously adopted by 
us. Generally speaking, however, 
referring to Great Britain’s balanced 
budgets, it should be our objective to 
steer our course by her chart, in so 
far as this is possible, 

Mr. Moore concluded his address 
with these words of confidence. “We 
have weathered the storm for four 
years and the winds are now more 
favourable. The element of fear is 
giving place to one of confidence and I 
believe that we can look forward to a 
better year in 1934 than the one 
through which we have just passed.” 


Generai Manager’s Address. 

After reviewing at some length the 
profits for the year and the changes in 
the items of the balance sheet, Mr. 
J. A. McLeod, General Manager, spoke 
as follows: ‘For some years past it has 
been my unpleasant duty at successive 
Annual Meetings, to record new de- 
clines in commodity prices, new con- 
tractions in business and new increases 
in the numbers of unemployed. It is 
with very great pleasure that I am 
able to present to you to-day a some- 
what changed picture.” 


A Definite Improvement 
in Business. 

The bhettom of the depression, ac- 
cording to Mr. McLeod, was reached 
some time between February and May 
of last year “‘when business conditions 
were at the lowest ebb within the 
memory of living man. [, personally, 
am inclined to regard April as the 
month in which our problems were the 
most difficult and our sky the darkest. 
Ing any case, there is no doubt that 
with the first warm sunshine of Sum- 
mer there was a strengthening of 
markets, a quickening of our industrial 
energies, and a renewal of hope. 

“This was reflected during the past 
season in. improved quotations for 
most of the basic commodities that 
Canada has to sell, and in stronger 
markets. It appears to-day in the 
better balance sheets of corporations. 
Evidence of it is to be found in the 
reduced number of business failures. 
Most welcome of all its manifestations, 
however, to any Canadian who is alive 
to the privations which many thou- 


sands of our people have been com- 
pelled to endure during the past few 
years, is the recent expansion in the 
working force of our industries, which 
has considerably reduced the numbers 
of the unemployed.” 


Improvement in the 
Maritime Provinces. 

“Of especial interest to us this 
morning,” said Mr. McLeod, “is the 
fact that the Maritime Provinces have 
largely shared in such improvement as 
has occurred. Agriculture and the 
lumbering industries have perceptibly 
benefitted; agriculture, by good crops 
and generally higher prices which in 
the case of apples were due to the rise 
in sterling exchange; and lumbering, 
asa pion of the better sterling rate 
and an improved market following the 
sreferential duty of 109% which Britain 
4 established on imports from this 
country. 

“While the stecl and coal industries 
have not-shown as much improvement 
as agriculture and the lumbering in- 
dustry, there is no doubt that they 
have also benefitted by the general 
revival of business in Canada. 

“IT would that I could sound an 
equally cheerful note with regard to 
the fishing industry, whose great im- 

rtance to outlying districts in the 

faritime Provinces, as well as to the 
larger centres of population, does not 
need emphasis. Unfortunately, con- 
ditions in the fishing industry have not 
yet improved. : 

“The generally better tone of busi- 
ness in the Maritime Provinces is, per- 
haps, illustrated most vividly by the 
revival of new construction, While 
much of this new construction is being 
undertaken by public bodies, a con- 
siderable proportion of it is due to 
yrivate enterprise, New construction 
initiated by private enterprise is, as 
you know, based, in a large measure, 
on confidence in the future. It is of 
good omen that the aggregate value of 
construction contracts awarded in this 
part of Canada, during the fourth 

uarter of 1933, was greater by more 
than 80°, than the value of such 
contracts awarded in the fourth quarter 
of 1932.” ; 

Extent of the Nation-wide 
Reduction in Unemployment, 
Turning from conditions in the Mari- 

{imes to the Dominion as a whole, Mr. 
McLeod noted a series of improvements 
in’ many centres of industry from 
Halifax to Victoria, and a general de- 
crease in the number of our unemployed 
workers, Dealing further with the 
question of unemployment, he said, 
“The records of employment of the 
Dominion Government are published 
monthly in the form of an index num- 
ber, whose rise or fall merely records 
the fact of an increase or decrease in 
the number of workers ou the country’s 
payrolls; and this index number does 
not directly tell us how large is the 
working force at any given moment, 
nor how great an expansion in our 
working force is represented by a given 
percentage of change in the govern- 
ment index. 


"Tortunately, however, the results 
of the census of 1931 sre becoming 
ates on uJ census bs eos data 
regarding employment and unemploy- 
ment. which, Wien combined am ym 
monthly records of employment pub- 
lished by the Dominion Government, 
throw new light on current conditions 
in the labour market. 
“As the result of @ very intricate 
statistical nv that has been 
conducted in this Bank, I am satisfied 
that between the —_ of April, 
and the close of 1933, not les than 
260,000 Canadian workers, who had 
been unemployed, found new places 
in industry. It is indeed possible that 
= number may have been slightly 
jarger. 
“Nevertheless, this should not lead 
us into an easy optimism. It does not 
mean that all. will be clear sailing 
henceforth, and that we have merely 
to wait for time to complete the 
Broome of recovery. Nor should it 
lind us to the facts that, in spite 
of the return to work of more than a 
Te tf a million persons, con- 
itions in many parts of the country, 
ety ewan the irie Provinces, still 
leave much to be desired; there are 
still large numbers of our workers 
unemployed in all sections of the 
Dominion; and a continued and very 
considerable further mprovement. in 
business conditions is necded, befére 
those who are still looking for work 
can again hope to secure employment.” 


The Burden of Relief. 


Despite the decrease in unemploy- 

ment Mr. McLeod feels that we still 

have heavy relicf expenditures to face; 

the cost falling, in part, upon private 

charities, in part, upon our munici- 

palities, in part, upon our provincial 
vernments, and, in part, upon the 
minion authorities. 

“At best,” he said, “if we were to 
finance out of current revenue these 
obligations to the less fortunate of our 
fellow citizens, there would rest upon 
our shoulders a heavy burden of taxa- 
tion; at worst, if, instead of paying 
out of current revenue, we load our 
relief charges on the future, there will 
be further growth in our already 
staggering load of debt.” 


The Dangers of Over-Borrowing. 

Emphasizing a point. which had 
already been mado by the President, 
Mr. Mcleod then dwelt on the dangers 
involved in past and present over- 
borrowings. “In this connection,” he 
observed, “I should like to draw upon 
a_chapter of the widely-read Report 
of Lord MacMillan’s Commission— 
The Roval Commission on Banking 
and Currency—whose importance has 
not so far been appreciated by the 
country. I refer to the statistics of 
Canadian indebtedness, which are 
assembled in Chapter IV. 

“Parliament is assembling at this 
moment, and we may be sure that 
during the coming session the recom- 
mendations of the Commission will be 
discussed very fully. I shall not 
attempt to deal with the:n at all in 
this place. It is not my intention, 
at this meeting, to dwell upon the 
contentious question of a central bank 
for Canada—a question which I have 
already discussed at great length, 
both at, the hearings of the Commis- 
sion and at other times: but (returning 
to the picture of our indebtedness 
which is presented by the Commis- 
sion) I should like to recall to your 
minds a few figures taken from the 
fourth chapter, whose importance no 
Canadian, interested in the welfare 
of his country, can ignore.’” 


The Growth of Public Debts 

in Canada. 

Continuing on the subject of public 
debts in Canada, Mr. McLeod said 
“The Commission found that the total 
indebtedness of Canada atthe time 
when the War began in 1914 “(and 
this includes the debts of corporations), 
was, in round figures, 2,230 millions 
of dollars, Of this, almost exactly 
one-half consisted of the direct and 
indirect liabilities of governments and 
municipalities; and almost exactly 
half, of corporation indebtedness. 

“In 1919, at the close of the War, 
the total indebtedness of corporations 
had increased by less than 1°; it was 
almost exactly the same as it had been 
five vears earlier. On the other hand, 
the indebtedness of governments and 
municipalities had increased by 1,515 
millions of dollars, or 185%. A large 
proportion of this _may be° classified 
under the head of War costs; and we 
may regard it as having been, for the 
most part, unavoidable. 

“But what afterwards occurred, be- 
tween 1919 and 1932? While the 
indebtedness of corporations rose, in 
round figures, by 980 millions of 
dollars (a not unnatural accompani- 
ment of rapid industrial expansion), 
the debts, direct and indirect, of 
Canadian governments and munici- 
palities, rose by no less than 3,920 
milous of dollars, or by four timesas 
much, 

“This represents an increase of 
indebtedness on the part of govern- 
ments and municipalities, as between 
1919 and 1932, of no less than 150%, 
following the previous increase in 
war-time of 135%, 

“(Incomparably the largest single 
item is the maintenance, betterment, 
equipment and extension of the Cana- 
dian National Railways during recent 
years. Colossal sums have been bor- 
rowed by, or in behalf of, the Canadian 
National Railways: and the payment 
of interest: and principal on the sums 
so borrowed is the heaviest of the 
burdens which this generation has 
contracted; which, therefore, in due 
time, will pass on to its children.) 
Suffice it for me now to call your 


attention to the aggregate of all our 


public Jebts, which even in 1932 was 
in excess of 6,500 millions of dollars, 
this total representing the combined 
direct, and indirect, obligations of our 
overninents and municipalities. (The 
igure for 1933, if it were available 
to-day, would certainly be larger still, 
by. some hundreds of millions of 
dollars,)” 


The Burden of Interest Charges 
on the Taxpayer. 

“This vast total of obligations on 
account of interest and principal, 
most. of it incurred in peace-time, 
must be met, sooner or later, from the 
proceeds of the taxes, that these 
overnments and municipalities will 
»2 compelled to levy upon us. Indeed, 
statistics reveal that nearly 10° of 
the national income is required to 
meet interest charges alone on Govern- 
ment and municipal debt. 

“These figures represent the burden 


jthat we have taken on, almost the 


whole of it in the lifetime of the 
resent generation; as everyone knows, 
t is becoming heavier day by day.

Mel pointed out that “Situated 
as we are between Britain and the 
United States, we conduct by far the 
greater part of our international finan- 
cial transactions through London and 
New York. We ate thus exposed in 
Canada to powerful influences which 
Sripiaate in these two countries. We 
feel in Canada the consequencts of 


licies which are originated in | 


ritain and in the United States, | 


naturally, not in response to our needs | 


but in response to their own. Theso 
consequences are reflected in the value | 
of our dollar on the foreign exchanges; | 
in our own domestic level of prices; 
and even, to some extent, in our | 
taxable capacity. 

“If we are to be masters of our | 
own destinies in such a situation, we 
cannot afford to be the slaves of debt; 
yet a continuance of the growth of 
public debts, at the same rate as 
during the past twenty years, would 
inevitably make us the slaves of debt. 

“T am happy to note, in thé recent | 
speeches of our public men, indications | 
that the government is well aware 
of the dangers to which I have been 


ss your attention: but there is 
room for doubt that our fellow! 
citizens bave an adequate appreciation | 
of them. Governments can act in| 
response to public needs, can make on 
effective tool of policy, when they | 
have behind them an informed, alert | 
and mandatory public opinion. An | 
apathetic public opinion isa paralyzing | 
influence on government. Let us | 
hope that in Canada the trials that | 
we have endured together during these 
hard years will, in time, give us a 
public opinion such as our. circum- 
stances need. When our people realize 
clearly the pressing nature of our | 
problems, I have no doubt that | 
realism will be the keynote of their | 
thought.” |

John Repeca Refuses To

Imagine John Repeca’s embarrass- 
ment in crowded criminal court on 
Monday, when he wouldn't explain 
why he switched rooming houses, 
when called as a defence witness for 
Alex. Granowski, charged with forg- 
ery, 

Repeca was on the stand being 
cross-examined by E. B. Cogswell, 
K.C., crown prosecutor, and was 
conversing with the crown prosecu- 
tor in fairly good English, but sud- 
denly developed an inability to 
speak when Mr, Cogswell pressed 


during the six-week period in which 
the booklet experiment has been 
tried passenger receipts have been 
comprised of: cash fares, 1.31%;

Last Monday, at the regular 
meeting of council, Supt.

troducing a straight five-cent fare 
could not be entertained without 
incurring a considerable deficit. 
This point has been established 
through the experience of street 
railway operation in other centres 
of population. For many years the 
street railway department has 
shown a considerable deficit but 
during the past two years this has 
been changed into a small surplus, 
due to the fact tnat a considerable 
portion of the funded debt of the 


department has been retired as well 
| as through reduced operating ex- 
penses.” 


LOW FARES HERE 

It is also pointed out by commis- 
| sioners that the department's ordin- 
| ary fares are as low as, if not lower 
| than, the fares for other street rail- 
| way systems. Passengers last year | 
|; numbered 11,321,146 as compared 
{ with 12,168,125 for 1932. 
“It might possibly happen that the 
; traffic for the present year may 
| show an appreciable gain over last 
year but this is purely conjectural 
and it would be most unfortunate, 
after having placed the street rail- 
way department on a surplus basis 
|} in common with the rest of the util- 
ities, if at the end of the year a 
considerable deficit was shown as a 
result of an unwarranted step in the 
| direction of a straight five-cent 
| fare,” commissioners state.

Here's what they think about 
it: 


JOHN S. PARK, president of the 
Army and Navy Veterans’ Asso- 
ciation: “While | do not want to 
say too much about this matter, 
yet, I can tell you that the pro- 
posal will undoubtedly be stren- 
uously protested by ex-service 
men's organizations. The reduc- 
tion in the estimates is a drastic 
one and our organization will 
likely take steps in an @Mfort to 
stop any further cuts fp pen- 


sions.” 


SID. PARSONS, ex-seryice man: 
“The whole situation is very un- 
fair. In Canada today there are 
many men who are receiving 100 
per cent pensions and 100 per 
cent wages, and yet they never 
left Canada—never saw service 
in the trenches. On the other 
hand, there are a great number 
who received wounds while over- 
seas and a number of these 
are getting pensions ranging from 
$5 to $15 a month, a sum which 
is totally inadequate, especially 
if they have families. It is an un- 
fortunate thing that men in the 
higher ranks who never served in 
the war should be allowed to 
draw government pay in this 
manner, It is equally unfortu- 
nate that those who battled a 
long time in the trenches to save 
the country, and yet did not hap- 
pen to get seriously wounded, 
should get practically nothing.”

DESTROYING COFFEE 

Surprising statements were made 
| by Mr. McIntosh, general manager, 
| with reference to the coffee trade. 
He said that Brazil, which produces 
| 75 per cent of the world’s coffee 
supply, had been destroying this 
product at the rate of 1,000,000 bags 
a month for the past two years, 
each bag containing 130 pounds. 
| “This action is mainly responsible 
| for the general tncrease in green | 
coffee which has amounted to three} 
cents a pound in the last three) 
months,” he said, 

Other ‘factors entering into the 
increase in the price, the official 
continued, included the poor crop 
of coffee in Jamaica during the 
past year, which was only about 60 
per cent of the average crop. Co- 
lombia, South America, had shown 
a 20 per cent decrease in produc- 
tion, whie East Africa had had a 
short crop of poor quality due to 
drought. 


STRICT CONTROL 

The. business visitors stated that 
tea countries mentioned were ex- 
ercising a strict control over that 
product. As compared to 1932 fig- 
ures, 1933 shipments of tea to Eng- 
land dropped 90,000,000 pounds, 
while exports by India decreased 


000 pounds, and wifh Java Ticiding 
at about the same figure. This was 
| the main factor entering into the 
increase of 20 cents per pound on 
primary tea costs, the reported. 

As a result of the drop in ex- 
port trade, the Hindu in India could 
buy three times as much tea for the 
Same money as he could a year ago, 
declared Mr. Joy. 

“An international committee com- 
posed of Ceylon, India, Java and 
Sumatra is controlling tea produc- 
tion and shipments and are getting 
prices back to where they can show 
a profit on production. If Canada 
could control wheat in the same 
way we would soon have prospere 
ity,” he said. 

Carrying on a national and inter- 
national trade, Kelly, Douglas and 
Co, produces the well known brand 
“Nabob” tea which, according to the 
firm's representatives, boasts the 
greatest tea sale in Canada. 


IMPROVEMENT SHOWN 

Commenting on general business 
conditions in British Columbia, Mr.

NEW YORK, Jan. 29—Eddie 
Shore brought the house down 
when he skated out at Madison 
Square Garden last night to re- 
sume his place in the National 
Hockey League wars after his 
16-game suspension. 

He was given another round of 
applause by the 16,000—an ova- 
tion that threatened to lift off the 
roof—when Charles “Buddy” Rog- 
ers, erstwhile movie star and pres- 
ently a band leader, asked if he 
might shake hands with the 
blonde defender before facing off 
the puck and setting the Boston- 
Rangers game under way. 

The burst of cheering and whis- 
ing was spontaneous as soon as 
Shore reached the ice for the 
warming up exercises. It was his 
first appearance since the Dec, 12 
game in Boston against Toronto 
when “Ace” Bailey of the Leafs 
suffered the skull fracture that 
almost cost his life.
